The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts:
SECTION 1. Section 11 of S.L. 2002-4, as amended by Section 12 of S.L. 2006-79
and Section 12 of S.L. 2002-4, is repealed.
SECTION 2. G.S. 143B-289.44(d) is repealed.
SECTION 3. Section 15.42 of S.L. 1997-443 is repealed.
SECTION 4. G.S. 113-175.6 is repealed.
SECTION 5. G.S. 1591-29 is repealed.
SECTION 6. G.S. 143-215.3A reads as rewritten:
"§ 143-215.3A. Water and Air Quality Account; use of application and permit fees; Title
V Account; | & M Air Pollution Control Account; reports.

(© The Department shall report to the Environmental Review Commission and the
Fiscal Research Division on the cost of the State's environmental permitting programs
contalned W|th|n the Department on or before 1 November of each year.

The Joint Legislative Commission on Governmental
Operations shall review each proposed Fishery Management Plan within 30 days of the date the
proposed Plan is submitted by the Secretary. The Joint Legislative Commission on
Governmental Operations may submit comments and recommendations on the proposed Plan
to the Secretary within 30 days of the date the proposed Plan is submitted by the Secretary."
